N O T IC E, 
Whereas, the Legislature in thn year 1785granted a charier 
to Thomas Russell and his associates, for t'e purpose of build­ 
ing a bridge over Charles River—and hy that charter imposed 
«pon the Proprietois an ohligalien to pay to Harvaul College 
two hundred pound a year for the toe.« of their ferry ; u. light 
the bridge, to raise the draw for the passage of vessels, and to 
keep It r<) good repair, till it should be surrendered to the 
Coiniiionwealih ;— And whereas a certain loll was granted to
